Hut 
Charles luid two reniuikahlo trails 
that saved bim much bother: He 
novt>r carried a grudge and be nerer 
felt jrratitude. 

He knew well enough that this par- 
ticular doggerel waa tbe work of tbe 
graceleaa earl of Rocheater, th« man 
wbo in another poem alluded to 
Charlea aa "A merry monarch, acan- 
dalouB and |ioor." Yet he did not 
trouble himself to punish or even to 
; nul) 1h(< earl .N'ur would he have 
re« .ird*!! HorhoHt<?r for saving the 
whole royul family from deatli. That 
w.-iH tht> sort of man th© "Merry Mon- 
arch" W.T8. 

When Charles II. waa a mere boy 
hia father, Charlea I., had been over- 
thrown and beheaded by England's 
"Parllamentanr Party." Tbe young 
fellow had not atayed in England to 
fight to the death In his father's catise. 
Instead he had 8lli)i>ed over to Hol- 
land,, where he wan living in jolly 
Hociirlty. Hut on hcarInK of the king's 
<'\pcutlon lie iHomiUly proelaimed 
himself "King fliarleH II ' Tho proc- 
lamation did bim little good. Tor the 
liarllamentary party (with Oliver 
Cromwell at Ita head) bad for the 
time made England an Impoaatble 
place for kinga. 

Still, the Scotch, ever reatleaa (and 
prohaMy forgetting they had betrayed 
nnd sold his fiigitlve father to the 
Kngllpli), offered to make Charles 
thvlr king If ho would givo them cer- 
tain promises. Tlie.Jo promises 
H(>eraed to him di.otracerul. Yet a 
promlno was one thing that Charlo.^ 
was alway willing to give, knowing 
he rould readily break bta word later. 
He went to Scotland and in 1661 wan 
crowned. Then he invaded England. 
Cromwell quickly routed bim out of 
both England and Scotland and aent 
htm scuttling to France for safety. 

Hut when Cri>niwell died, Kiigland 
grew tired of Puritanlem and the 
rarllament's rule and the people 
gladly welcomed Charles l;(une as 
their king. It waH Iho beginning of 
modern England, nnd of a reign whose 
profligacy and acandala set the whole 
world agog. Charlea embarked at 
once oo a life of pleaaure. He turned 
a deaf ear to the pleaa of thoae who 
had beggared thentaelvea In behalf of 
bia father and himself. He aaid ho 
had no money to si>ond on surU jieo- 
pie. Hut ho Bqiiandered fortunes u'. 
the gambling tiiblo and In lie'iphiL; 
wealth and rank \i|>fm ouch w ineu 
as he chanced to fancy. 

He neglected and Ill-treated his 
homely little wife, brok« atate pledges 
at wUI, laviaifed money on low tksot- 
Itee and mlamanaged the nation. 
Rocheater in calling- bim "a merry 
monarch, aeandaloua and poor," bad 
but spoken the truth. He waa merry 
— at the country's expense. His life 
was one long scandal. ITo was for- 
ever poor, because ho was a spead- 
thrlft. 

Charles's chief advisers were five 
noblemen (Clifford, Ashley, fincklng- 
ham, Arlington and Lauderdale), who 
aided hUa to defy parliament and 
cheat the people. The flrat letters of 
these men'a names in order spelled 
"Cabal," and tbe oddly coined word 
has ever ainee been uaed to describe 
any conspiracy against the state. To 
get money for hia own purposes 
Charles cold two Knglish towns to 
France. Ho also accepted a large 
yearly sum of money from the I'rench 
king (Louis XI V^ ) to act In that mon- 
arch's Interests. All this did not add 
to hia popularity witb bis own people, 
who bitted Itaaee.

Through it 
all the Merry Monarch puraued hia 
calm. bluck);uardly way; seriously 
disturbed by nothing; enriching vice 
and allowing Ttrtue to itarTO} blk Ufa 

Sd bit court the Mandal of the civ- 
led world. He would probably have 
been aaaaaalnated were H not that 
hia brother Jamea— duke ot York, tbe 
most unp<>i)u]ar man In ICngland — 
would have auccoeded Ulm as king. 
For Charles 9mA the queeo had no 

children. 

lu I-V'bmary, 1686, Charlea Ii. died. 
To the laat he waa tbe Merry Mon- 
arch, whlmaically begging bia cour- 
tlera' pfirdon "for being auoh a long 
time la dying." Conrage, wit and 
lolly nature were hia only good qual- 
ities. There ware perhaps aUll tf wer 
bad osec bf 414 i«t Aogfom.
